Columbus, C, April 0.— Tbe hoiue has 
passsrt the bill limiting railroad fares to 
two cents a milek Tba bill wa.s under dis- 
cussion all morning, and an anieiulnK-iit was 
adopted prohibiting railruiulH from issuing 
pass es to any one, except employes, under a 
penalty of nut leKH thou fl.UUU and not more 
than fi'>,0(Ml. 

Ati tbe bill stands, with Waems' amend- 
ment, roads whose earnings per mile are 
|3,Q0U and OTer shall not charge more than 
two cents per mile; roads whose eaminRs 
per mile are over $1,600 and less than t<<,500
